BISMAKCK AND HI8 KING. 



The Man of Iron Deeply Affected 
by the Profnae Praise of 
. thOfKaiser. 

The Prince Will Advise^. tte New 
Chancellor— Fieree J^fdonsy " .' 
of tbe FreBs; ' i 

' ' ■ •' 

FREDmoifSBUBB, Msroh 26.— When th 
Emperor arrived ab'the oaatle at the head of 
tbo troops rain was falUng. He sat on his 
horse and addreased Blamacok, who stood 
by tbo side of bis cjirrlago in front of tho 
oastle where tho troops wore drawn,up. The 
Emperor said tbe troops whioh participated 
in the ceremonies represented all the Gor- 
inau people, and added : " 1 oonl^ not find 
a better present for you than a sword, a 
symbol of the instrumonb which you helped 
my grandfather to forge, sharpen and wield. " 
Tho soldiers then praaentod arms, and 
shouted "Bismarck, hurrah I" Bismarck 
was deeply affeoiied »nd was ii^ tears when 
he said ho was unable to tbank 'th'e Kaiser 
for tho unparalleled honor. 

In proposing Prince Bismarck's health at 
the Ijinchoon, Emperor William said : 
?he ;elghtleth birthday of your Serono 
Highness coincides with the twenty-fifth 
year of the German empire. Th" oongratu- 
latione of the army, rendered sttured to tho 
memory of tho mighty struggle, I was able 
to offer you before the troops. It ia not to 
the great atatcsman, but to the olBoer that 
niy fervent wishes go out to-day. Throe 
mottoes appear to mo to be especially ap- 
propriate to this day. First, the oonfirma- 
don verao, ' Whatsoever wo do, do it 
heartily ae to tho Lord and not unto men.' 
rhia batokona the immovable trust in 
God by whioh your Highneaa acooin- 
pliahed your mighty taak, and whioh, 
moreover, the army has never denied. The 
second motto is tho word Nevertholesa. 
Tills was the oxpreaaion of the brave Count 
Mansfield when boldly, with aword in hia 
mailed |)und, ho confronted anovorwholming 
number of foos. Your Highness often 
proved tho truth of thie motto, especially in 
that time of weighty resolutions for my 
grandfather, when he proudly pointed to hia 
ofhcers. The third motto, Speotomur 
Ugendo (let us be judged by oor aotione), 
which my Kagliah draf^oon regiment 
wrote ~ proudly oa its standard 
when, 'after riding down tbe enemy's 
square, 'they captured their colors. Tbia 
motto can serve aa an answer to everything 
that yonr Highness' enemies and enviera 
may aay or do. Bat we. who joyfully and 
admiringly feel yonr Highness' deaire to 
oomplete the iplendid work ooBunenoed 
under the gloriona old Kaiser, one and all 
joia in the ory whiob all Germany, from tho 
aaow olad Alps to tbo dykes of the B^ltiu, 
whera tbe breakeri thnodet and roar, will 
about ttUly^Iowinj hearts," 
^SKUDoq Mkrob 20:— ib 'la learned that 
tbe Kaiser dnrinK Inaoheon at Friedriohs- 
rube to'day referred to the politioal aitua- 
tion. He said that he was fnlly determined 
to dissolve the reiohstag and that Count von 
Walderaee would become chancellor short- 
ly. Hia Majesty has ordered Count voa 
Walderaee to confer with Prince Bismarck 
regarding tho lino of policy to bo followed. 

The VoBsiaohe Ziitung, while regretting 
the dooialon of the relchstag with regard to 
Prince Bismarck, rominde its roadera that 
the bnuae only aoted out his own measure 
to tho ex-Chancellor. The paper recalls 
Bismarck's wrathful refusal to allow the 
vote of condolence passed by the U. S. oon- 
greae on the death of Herr Lakea to bo laid 
on the table in tho roichstag although 
there was no conatitutional objootlon 
to such action, and aays : " A man who car- 
ries personal anlmoeity beyond the grave 
would not have conaentod to oongratul&to 
an opponent on tho oouiuion of that op- 
ponent's eightieth birthday." 

Tho Voaaiacho Zoitung recalls how I'is- 
marok persecuted, boycotted and slondered 
hia opiionentB, expelled ofiicora from the 
army on acoouut of their hoatilo views, 
witlihold rewarda and removed profeaeora 
and judgea merely because of their progros- 
aivo polioiea. 

Tho Diily News lijrlin correspondent 
saya : " Tho probable oousequencea of tho 
division in the reichatug are much discusecd 
in the Icbby of parliament. It cannot lie 
said that cheerful spirits prevail among tho 
majority. Centrists espeoially begin to see 
that a blunder has been made. The centre 
party waa on the verge of attaining friendly 
terms with the eovernment and of realizing 
all i'S detlres. Now it la further than ever 
from the desired Koal. Tbe radloala admit 
the oritioal oharaoter of the altnatioo, al- 
though they claim that it ia improved aa far 
ua they are oonoerned by the Emperor's 
telngrum to Prinoe Biamarok, in which ho 
oondonined the ootion of the relchatog. Tho 
telegram will be used to alarm the electors, 
who will be told that their constitutional 
tighta are being attacked." 



THE CODLIN MOTH. 

A Ueniedy VreicrlbeU by the V. 8. Ulnlstor 
of AgrlcnltaN. 

Wasuinoton, March 26 — In tbe course 
of an interview on the aubjoot of the paria 
green treatment for codlin moth. Secretary 
Morton aaid : " Tho demand for appica 
grown in tho United States has always been 
in exooBS of the supply. Tho United King- 
dom of Britar'n alone during tho uitio 
months ending September, 1891, paid tho 
oroharda. of the United States $2,500,(100. 
Tbe greatest enemy to our export upplo Ib 
the oodlin moth. Bat the entire crop can 
bo made wormleon if tho orchords of tho 
United States will uso the following re- 
ooipta : Use paria green at tho rate of 1 
pound to l,")!) gallons of water. Weigh 
Buiiioicnt poison for tho capacity of the land 
used and make It Into thin paint with a small 
quantity of water and add powdered or (juiok 
lime etjual to tho weight of tho poison used, 
mixing thoroughly. Tho limo tukoa up tho 
free areenio aud removes the danger of scald- 
ing. Strain tho mixture into tho apray 
tank, inking oaro to pulverize and wash all 
the poison through tho strainer. During 
the operation of apraying eeo that tho liquid 
is agitated with suflialonoy frequonoy to 
prevent tho settling of tho poieon. Lob tho 
first apraying follow within a week after tho 
falling of the bloaeoms of either apple or 
pear, and follow this with a second troat- 
menb just before the fruit turns down on 
the s^oa, or when it ia from a quarter to 



half an inch in diameter. Tho first spraying 
roaches tbe eggs laid by the moth in the 
flower end of the fruit shortly after tho full- 
ing of the blossoms, and the second the 
later egf[s laid by belated months. Do not 
apray trees when in bloom, and if a waabiog 
rain immediately follows treatment repeat 
the applloatlon. 

■ A KUOH WANTED HAN. 

-Arrest of a Kaltl-Named Diamond Swindler 
Alio Oharged With Bobbery and 
Hnrder. 

ToHO.VTO, March 2C. — An alleged diamond 
swindler named John C. Coleman, alias 
Hntton,. alias Smyth, alias Johnson, aliaa 
Miller, was arrested at St. Mary'a on Satur- 
day and brought here. He was arraigned 
in the polioe court charged with receiving a 
quantity of diamonds from P. W. EUia & Co. , 
thla city; by fraud and false pretenaoa. The 
priBoner tleoted to bfe tried under tho name 
of Huttbn and asked for a remand until 
Thursday, whioh waa granted. 

Tho dotectivu department la deluged with 
telegrams aaking information in regard to 
the awindlor. Hia real namo ia aaid to bo 
Abol Rothschild, and he waa originally a 
drummer for a Cincinnati firm. Pinkerton's 
Chicago agency notified tho polioe here that 
Hntton ia wanted in Marahall, Texas, for 
the robbery and murder of hia miatres?, 
some fourteen years ago. The Southern oi- 
presa oompany, and Wella Fargo, who loat 
heavily by Hutton'a fraudulent practices, 
have taken steps to leonre bis extradition 
wlion tho Canadian authorities are through 
with him. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



Sir C. H. Tapper Annoyed Becanse 
His Advice as to Dissolatioa , 
Was Not Followed. 



BNTBBPSISING CONttBESSHEN. 

Traffic in Fablio Docnments and Seeds Be- 
celved for Dlstrtbatlon-One to Be 
. , , . Exposed. 

Washinotok, March 26.— Salea of public 
docnments by retiring congresanien have 
never reached such proportions as within 
tho past month. The unusually large num- 
ber of defeated members aooonnts for this, 
together with tbe inoreaaing , ontpnt of the 
government priiiting ofiBde. These publica- 
tions are intended to be diatribnted free by 
congreasmen to snob of Ibeir oonatitnenta aa 
yearn for the oharaoter of the information 
furniabed by the government. It is never- 
theless true that nearly every book or 
pamphlet issued by the government can bo 
purchased in Washington from the men who 
deal in thia form of literature. They are 
obtained by the dealers from the congroes- 
men themselves, or from some clerk or 
friend to whom they have been presented. 

Kvery Congross authorizes the publication 
of thousands of volumes, moat of which are 
of no more use to the average member of the 
Houae than so many blocka of wood would 
bo. For Instance, the laat Googreas allowed 
each member of the Houae something over 
900 copies of tbo report of the seoretrry of 
agriculture. Thouaands of such reports are 
sold at the close of every sesaion for only a 
few cents apiece, and are retailed in the 
rural districts for from 20j to 25o a volume. 
&ikQ\i Congress that assembles increases tho 
number of publications placed ab the dis- 
posal of members, and each session aug- 
ments the buaineas of the dealers. It has 
now become so eztenaavo that public atten- 
tion ia being attracted to it. 

Secretary Morton, before ho leavea the 
agricultural department, intends to aholiah 
aa far as possible tho free distribution of 
seed. He says this buaineaa has been so 
much abused that ib has become an evil in- 
stead of a beneQb, and he intends to pub a 
stop to it. His next annual report to oon- 
greaa will contain the names of several con- 
greaamon who have actually sold their quota 
of seeds for a monetary oonaideratioo. It 
haa been common praocioe for members from 
large oitiea to change their quota of seed 
with their colleagues who represent agricul- 
tural districts, but the fact has jusD been 
brought to light that an extensive buaineaa 
has been carried on by brokers who dis- 
pose of aeod for membera of con 
grees. Soorotary Morton, however, hua 
caught one member in a trap, but 
who thia member is will not be known until 
the secretary's annual report ia made public. 
Some offiaiuls of the agricultural department 
aay he ia from Tonneaaee, while othcra main- 
tain thrtt ho ropreuents a Now York city dis- 
trict;. Ho sold hia quota of aeod to a broker 
for $7;"), receiving a check, whioh he indorsed 
and cashed. This check waa turned over to 
tho secretary by tho alleged broker, who 
waa u apecial agent of the department, and 
Mr- Morton now haa both the order of tiie 
congressman for the seed and tho indoraod 
check in payment for them. Tho aignaturea 
are identical, Thia whole matter will bo 
printed in tho soorotary's report. 

The laat apricuU u'al appropriation bill 
provided for SISO.OOO for aoed distribution 
for the fifloal your of 1896, $20,000 of which 
is to pay tlio cxpenaoa incident to tho pub- 
lication of tho farmera' quota, notwith- 
atanding tho secretary Buggeata that only 
$500 bo allotted to oaoh of the forty-eight 
experiment stations to purchase new and 
improved varieties of aeeda, outtinga, etc. 



The ImmlBratlon RcHlrlctlons. 

Rome, March 26.— Tho Italian emigration 
commission havo adjudged that the ateam- 
ahip agonta shall indemnify two Italian 
emigrants who were refused permission to 
land ab New York and were sent back to 
thia oonntry by the authorities. The deci- 
sion of the commisaion statoa that the 
agonta wore guilty of a breach of the law in 
permitting the embarkation of tho emi- 
gronts, Tho judgment has been communi- 
cated to the authorities ab Washington, who 
replied with a message of thanks to tho 
Italian offioials for .their oo-oporation in en- 
foroing the Amerioan law. 

Payment or Hembers. 

London, March 26.— In the Houae of 
Commona to-day responding to qoestion by 
J. J. Darling, Sir Wm. Harconrb intimated 

that tho government would introduce a bill 
providing for the payment of members when 
uoh a mouBure ahould become practioublo,

Dr. Uontairne'8 Portfolio— Trent Canal 
Tenders-Cold Stortre for New 
Atlantic Liners- 



(From Our Own CorrespoBdeBbl 
Ottawa, March 26 —The fact transpired 

thia evening that several daya ago Sir 
Charlea Hibbert Tnpper aakod to bo relieved 
of the portfolio of Miniator of Justice, and 
ainoe then he haa taken no part in tho buai- 
neaa of the department, though attending 
the meetinga of the cabinet aa nsnai. Sir 
Charlea haa had no difference of opinion with 
hia oolleaguea aa to the general policy of tho 
government, and it waa hia report on tho 
Manitoba school question upon which they 
aoted. He did, however, diffir from them 
with reference to the action snbaequently 
taken, In calling a seaaion of parliament 
inatead of diaaolviug the house. A gentle- 
man thoroughly posted in political affairs 
said to-nIi{ht that It is nnderatood Sir 
Charles takes the ground that the oonrae the 
government ahould have adopted was to 
immediately appeal to the country on the 
eohool issue, that being in his opinion the 
correct constitutional course to follow. On 
tho other hand ib ia said that Sir Maokenzie 
Bowell difTered from this opinion, and it be- 
ing one of the pcrogatives of the Premier 
to decide when dissolution shall take place, 
he took tho course which commended itself 
to his own judgment. In political clrcloa 
hope ia expreaaod that Sir Charles will with- 
draw his reaignation. 

Dr. Montague was sworn in as Secretary 
of State thia afternoon. Hon. A. R. Dickey 
ia now in Nova Scotia, called there by the 
illneaa of bis mother. He will be sworn in 
as Miniator of Militia immediately on his 
return. 

Hon. J. C. Pattcraon remalna in the min- 
iatry without portfolio until June, when he 
goea to Manitoba as lieutenant governor. 
The Premier authorizes tho announcement 
that there ia not the allghtest truth in the 
report of differences between himself and 
Mr. Patterson, who has resigned .by hli 
doctor's orders and actually tendered' his 
resignation to Sir John Thompson before 
the late Premier left for England.

THB SCHOOL PBOBLEIL 

The Dominion Government's Couimtintcatlon 
Head to the leetrtature— Premier Green- 
way Defers Uaklng Any Cumment. 

Winnipeg, March 20.— (Special)— Tbe 
now famous " remedial order " of the Do- 
minion government respooting tbe echooU 
was read in the Manitoba legislature thia 
afternoon, tibe reading ooonpled over an 
hour. Immediately at its conolnaion Mt. 
A. F. Martin, a French Catholic member, 
urged that the government give notice ab 
once of their intention to deal with (he 
order. Premier Greenway replied that 
tho houae would certainly take the order 
into conaideration, but be objected 
to any diacuasio:i until the document 
haa been printed and ita oontenta are tho- 
roughly underatood by every member. 
When it ia printed, he aaid, notice will be 
given and a date fixed for ita disouaaion. 

Thia explanation did not aatiafy Mr. 
Martin, and hn roao to a qucation of priv- 
ilege to again urge hia request, The min- 
iatora did not reply and other bueinosG waa 
taken up, 

It is not likely that anything will be done 
in tho matter till Thuraduy, ua no motion 
can bo made reapeoting the order until that 
time, except by a auapenaion of the rulea of 
tho houae, whioh can only he done by oon- 
curren'-.?. Many oonjeotures are heard aato 
the probable action of the government in 
tho matter. 

There ia a rumor in circulation that tho 
government will offer an option of purely 
secular schools, but Mr. Greenway in oon- 
veraation to-day denied that any snoh ao -ion 
was oontemplated, "Then," remarked 
yonr representative, " it may be inferred 
that tbe attitude of tbe government will b« 
as indicated In the speech from the throne 
and the snbacquent remarks of the Attor- 
ney-v'i!U6i-al in tho house." "1 think ao," 
waa the ruply of the premier. It waa 
elicited that the govoroment will 
nob introduce a bill embodying their 
reply to the order, but tho answer will bo 
exprosaed in a resolution. Both tho gov- 
ernment aupportera and oppoaitiou members 
were in oaucua lust evening o,nd while their 
deoiaiona havo not boon learned it is under- 
atood that both parties decided on thoir 
course of action ; and there is no doubt thab 
an amendment will be moved to the reaoln- 
tioh of tbe government. .

The hearing of the case was adjourned 
till Friday, and in tbe meantime a deposit 
of $100 is In tho bands of tbe police forfiun* 
tor'a appearance. Pending the appeal in 
the liquor supplying case the provincial 
police hold $200 of Hunter's money to cover 
ho fine. 

A SOUTH VICTORIA FARMEK. 

To THE Editok : — Pleaae allow mo apace 
to refer to the Weekly Times of tho loth of 
March, which publishes a letter by a per- 
son calling himself " A South Victoria 
Farmer" relating to the wild Irishman, as 
he oalls him, of Stump Hollow. I wish to 
Bay to that farmer, whoever he is, that he 
shows very little knowledge of the farmers 
of South Victoria or tho province of British 
Columbia. From hia letter, he seems very 
much liko a milk and water man whose only 
support is bran or shorte. He seems to 
think it is no loss to tho farmers to have 
the market glutted with foreign products 
while those home-grown aro spoiling on 
their handa, and that it la all right if only 
some merohant makes a profit while tho 
farmers stand the loss. If thoro woro 
many like this South Viotoria farmer in tho 
provinco I judge it would be a goad market 
for moss or oiams. I oan tell him that ho 
is nob up to tbe times if he does 
nob know that snch a plan as 
his would make the artlzana and citizens of 
Viotoria starve as well as tbe farmers. He 
says that he was over the Sound and saw 
that protection is snob a curse there that it 
ia worse than woolly' aphia on trees ; and 
that Is juat why we should not help to put 
our oitizcnB in such distress here. The only 
way to keep out of that fix is to patronize 
home industry, to build up the province by 
keeping our money here. If that farmer 
would emigrate to the United States the 
country would be better off, as there would 
be more encouragement to put land under 
onitivatlon and more laborers employed. I 
think tho pauper labor of the States would 
auib him aa he pretenda he can compote with 
the States in cheap labor. I judge ho cannot 
aeo na others do with the Liberals' wool packs 
on his oyos, or ho would givo hia name 
plainly to tho public. Ignorance only makes 
faults pardonable, but I trust ho will loom 
better and not tell Col. Prior that ho ia u 
farmer in caae ho should be taken for a 
Liberal candidate. Since he knowa ao much 
about tho wants of Victoria and the poverty 
of the Statca it soemu that ho had a taato of 
it himself, or he would nob have gob on tho 
right aide of protootion by coming here. If 
ho thinks he knows more about farming 
than the Irlbhman ho talks about I would 
like to call on him so that ho could he told 
something about tbe farmers of the Province 
and not make auch blunders.

THE DEBS APPEAL. 

Lima of thi' ArKUiiients Belnp; Trfisented to the 
Superior Court of the United Stntesi 

Washington, March 26.— Tho United 
States aupreme court ia now hearing ar^u- 
menta in the case of Eugene Y. Deba, prtji- 
dent of the American Kail way Union, tnd 
others. Counsel for the defendanta are Ly- 
man Irnmball, S. S. Gregory and G. S. 
Darrow. Attorney-General OIney, Aails- 
tant Attorney.Qeneral Whitney, and lidv, in 
Walker, apeoial United States attorney, ap- 
peared for the government. Deba and 
assooiatcB ask for a writ of habeaa oorpna 
relieving them from the sentenoe of 
imprisonment] passed upon them by 
Judge W^oods. The fact waa de- 
veloped that the main contention of the 
petitioners would bo that tho original bill 
stated "oottnlziblo in ohanoory," and there- 
fore tho injunction was void, and tho per- 
Bona at whom it waa aimed woro nob bound 
to observe it. In support of thia propoaition 
they asstirted that without statutory auth- 
orit.j) from oongreaa the government could 
maintain no such bill, and no auoh authority 
could bo found unlosa ib bu in tho aot of 1890 
knoivn ua tho " Sherman anti-truab act,' 
bub they contended that this aob waa uncon 
atitutional becauso, involving prooeodinga in 
chancery in auoh a case, ib deprived tho do 
fondants on trial, undor a penal statute, of 
the right of trial by jury, contrary to tho 
sixth amendment of the oonatltutlon. 

Aaaistant Attorney General \\ hitney, on 
behalf of tho govornmout, said ho thought 
that when tho (luestion should bo properly 
aacortainod there would be very littlo diffi 
oulty In arriving at) a deoiaion. Ho did not 
suppose tho court would find it necoaaary 
to go Into the general quoation of atrikoa 
and boycotts, which waa an untrodden field 
for tho supreme court, and involved points 
on which tbo courts and tho text writers, so 
far as they bad dealt with the mattbf, wero 
divided. Id was therefore unneoeaaary to 
ocnaider whether the ' anti-traat law appliea 
to conspiracy of the kind in which Debs and 
hia aasoolates were engaged. The case was 
a peculiar one, in that none'of the parlies to 
the present case were engaged In the Chicago 
strike aa employee of any of the roada. They 
had organized for the purpoae of boycott- 
ing the Pullman company and in doing 
that proceeded to paralyza the railroad com- 
paniea, which they were doing when the in- 
junction waa issued. The main objoob of 
tho organization waa to secure entire control 
of the railroads of the country. He dwelt 
on tho groat injury done by the strike, 
which injury, he aaid, was irreparable, and 
aakod that the court take cognizance of thia 
fact, aa it waa conceded on all handa. 
There could hardly be a queation that the 
strike waa unlawful in ita aapects, in its at- 
tempt at boycott, and at nontrolllng by com- 
bination the railroad traflio of tho country. 
The real queation waa an to the jurlBdiction 
of a court of f(iuity, and he contended that 
it had it in pucn a cmo aa tha present. 

Attorney General Olnoy ia hia argument 
said, the aingle queation waa whether the 
court below had juriBdicticn in the case, as 
made out by the original bill. Ho aaid th it 
tiio loading objection waa that the Unitc-d 
States wiis without any property Interest to 
b-3 protected by the bill. Thia objaotion he 
diapoaed of by pointing to tho faut that the 
United Statea had proprietorship in the 
mailbaga and that in tho aot of 1890 and the 
interstate commerce laws passed by con- 
gress, interstate railroad transportation had 
been put into tho exoluaive keeping of the 
United Statea, and all interference with it 
had been prohibited from any quarter. 

Mr. Darrow, in oloaiog the argument, 
said the queation involved ia not tho main- 
tenance of law and order, about which tho 
counsel for the government aeemed to be ao 
oonoerned, but whether a bill of injanotion 
ia the proper remedy to ba applied. Ib waa 
a novel proposition, he aaid, that oontte of 
chancery are charged With' the duty of 
maintaining law and order in the eommnn- 
ity, and that the exercise of the poUoe 
power is committed to thetn. The oontan- 
tions made by the Attorney-General aa to 
the method of relief open to the petitioners 
in the case were not new to the oounsel for 
the defence. Their position ia that the court 
below had no jurisdiction over the bill in 
question and no power to punish aa it had 
pretended to do.

A LITTLB OALOULATION. 

Engineers have by oarefal observation ex- 
tended over many years fonnd oat that in 
olimates Bimilar to tliat of British 
Columbia 600,000 gallons is as much as oan 
bo obtained from a square mile of water- 
shed, and that oltiea wbioh oaloulato upon 
getting more than that quantity are wo- 
faily disappointed. Apply this rule to the 
watenbed of Elk Lake. Ita area ia 2,117 
•ores. This is as near as may be 3.4 sqnare 
miles. Multiply 600,000 by ;i 4 and the 
product is 2,040,000. So all that the citi- 
zens of Victoria have to depend upon, if 
every gallon that the watershed is capable 
of yielding is atilized, is 2,040,000 gallons. 
The oonanmption of the olty is already 
three-quarters of this quaptity, in ronnd 
nnmbers 1,500,000 gallons. So oar readers 
■ee how little Victorians liave to oome and 
go on in the fatnre. 

aOOD ADVIOB THROWN A WAT. 

The eminent engineers to whom the City 
Connoil applied for advice in the matter of 
khe proposed filter beds found it inoumbenb 
on them, l)efore oonoluding their report, to 
aay t " We deem it our dnty to Buggest that 
before ionurring very large expenditure, 
which appears now to be oontoniplated, it 
would seem advisable to investigate the poa 
■ibiiities of either adding to the watershed 
or of raising the lakes 'So as impound all 
the water that the drainage area will yield 
or M much of it as practicable." 

The Times, with thia wholosome and dis- 
interested advice of men of Imown skill and 
eiperienoe before it, says : — " For the pro 
aent, however, the duty of the council is 
clear — the perfection and convorslon of the 
Klk Lake supply. The proposed work has 
those objeota in view, and when completed 

Bay a year hence — it will be the duty of 

our city rulers to consider the probable de 
mandg of the future and to provide for 
them." 

The engineers, after carefully studying 
the whole subject, say to the City Counoli 
in effect : You had better pause before you 
■pend a large sum of money and see whether 
yon have water enougli for the probable 
needs of the city. 

Tbo Times, after considering what the 
onginoora have said, urges the Council to 
go on with the work at onoe, telling its 
members that a year bence (after the money 
ia spent) will be time enough to consider 
whether water onou(;h can be feathered at 
Blk Lake to supply the future requiremonta 
of the city. Is not this deliberately 
planning to lock the duor after the steed is 
■tolen. 

The Eastern engineers evidently know 
quite as well as the Times does the capacity 
of the gathering ground. They say it seems 
unlikely that the oity oan obtain more than 
about two millions of gallons per day in any 
year. Yet knowing this they warn tho 
Ck)uncll to be careful and not expend a largo 
aum of moaey until further hiveatigatione 
are made by competent men of course. The 
Timos admits that tho information tho 
Eastorn engineers have received is reliable 
and that their calculations aro oorroot, and 
yot it jumps to tho concluBion that their ad 
vice is unnecessary if not impertinent. 

We have no doubt that the exhortation 
and encouragement of the Times aro more 
acceptable to tho City Council than tho ad 
vice of tho skilled onginoors. Victoria 
City Councils liavo genorally conaidorod 
Ihomaolvoa wioor than tlioir profoBaional ud 
visors. They have time and again taken their 
own way in opposition to professional advice, 
and the citizens have found out their miS' 
takos and suffered from them when the 
time to repair thorn had gono by. 

Tho lilaHlorn cii(^inoora havo(;ivon tho City 
Couiioilunothor pioco of valuubloinforniiktion 
which wo trust will nci be forgotten or 
treated with contempt. It is this : "After 
the filter beds are conRtruoted they will re- 
quire intelligent supervision to render them 
effective," This means that tlioy are nob to 
be pnt ohder the care of eomo igaoratnus or 



some oounolUor's favorite who,' because he 
ia willing to undertake a task whioh ho la 
nob fib to peiform at a low aalary, will be 
permitted to blunder along until the beds 
are ruined. 

When some two or three thouaand dollars 
more, ate thrown awa^ npoa the {Elk lake 
water- worka some City Connoil will be con- 
vinced that the greater Dart of tho money 
expended upon thorn has been wasted and 
then in the words of our oontemporary,V' it 
will bo the duty of our city ruiors to con- 
sider the probable demands of the future 
and provide for them." 

AN OLD DODOa. 

The Times doea not attempt to account 
for the misery, the poverty, tho dissatisfac- 
tion and the enforced idleness that are to be 
found in Groat Britain to-day after fifty 
years of free trade. Froe trade was to have 
driven all bheae evila out of the land, but it 
has not done so. The suffering whioh many 
people are compelled to endure in free trade 
Eugland — good people, people who have 
obeyed the laws of the land and have tried to 
live blameless lives, ia driving aomo of them 
mad and is transforming thousands of others 
into Bocialsta and anarchists. The bare 
contemplation of the mbery tha^ they see 
around them Is warping the minds of very 
many who aro above want themselves. They 
eoe that the times are out of joint and they 
are ready to embrace the wildest theories of 
thoae who profess to be able to set them 
rigbti. They beoome philanthroplo com- 
muniata and Christian soeialiata. Even bardt 
headed politicians are trying to find some 
way of alleviating the misery that 
is so prevalent in what was 
once called Merrle England. Among 
tho atato-Bocialists wo find such mon 
as the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain. 
Even the oold'blooded Duke of Devonshire 
baa begun to endeavor to find some state 
cure for the miseries of the people of free 
trade Eagland. 

It oar contemporary was fair or logical it 
would try to show how it ia poaaible for a 
free trade country to have fallen into euob a 
condition aa Great Britain ia admitted to be 
in at this present moment. Instead of that 
it waabos ita space in drawing a dlamal 
picture of the condition of many 
parts of Great Britain forty, lifcy 
and sixty years ago. This, besides boicg 
wholly Irrelevant to the subject under dls- 
cQBsIon, la a very dishonest dodge. Every- 
one who is not densely ignorant knows that 
the conditions of life in England half a 
century and more ago were so different from 
what they are now, that to draw a com- 
parison between tho ICngland of to day and 
the England of those days, for the sake of 
boiatering np any cause, good or bad, is 
nothing short of impudent dishonesty. We 
h&venelthertime nor space oven to enumerate 
tlio disooverioB, the inventions, the changes, 
political and social^ the Improvomonts 
that have been made during tho last half 
century the objeot of which baa been to 
faoilitate production and exchange and to 
make life eaaler and pleaaanter to men of 
every class and condition. When we con- 
alder their number and their importance wo 
are anrprised, not that they have done so 
much to ameliorate tho condition of the 
masses, but that they have done so little. 
To compare the oonditlon of any civilized 
community now with ita condition fifty 
years ago, and to attribute the change 
to any one of tbo factors that go to 
mako up tbo civilization of tbo last years of 
tho century is not only unfair bub stupid In 
the extromo. Fairly and inteliigentiy to 
account for tbo condition of the people of 
England sixty years ago there are a thou- 
sand things besides proteotion to be taken 
Into conalderatlon and we do not for a mo- 
ment auppoae that the writer In the Times 
ia such a fool as not to know that this is the 
case. 

There are men and Intelligent 
men too, who assert that the 
condition of the people of England 
a hundred years ago and more was 
man for man, better than ib is bo-day ; bub 
bhia, also, has nothing to do with tho quoa- 
tion that has given rise to the present dis- 
ouaaloD, which is this : How oan the Cana- 
dian free traders attribute evils that exlat 
in their ovra country to proteotion, wben|tho 
aame or similar evils in an aggravated form 
are to be found in Great Britain, which has 
enjoyed free trade for fifty years. 

A HORRIBLE GRIME. 

Tho moat dreadful crimes aro sometimes 
committed in the most unlikely places. One 
would auppoae bhat men broughb up and 
living their lives in a rural diatrlob of. On- 
tario would not dream of planning and com- 
mitting a cold-blooded murder for the sake 
of aeonring the aum for which tho lifo of a 
near relative of ono of thorn was insured, Ib 
might bo supposed that auoh mon would 
shudder with horror ab tho baro mention of 
so horrible a crime. But the Middio- 
maroh mnrder was anch a crime as 
thia, and committed by auoh men. 
Tho murderers wore farmora. The victim 
waa tho nephew of ono of them and tho 
friend and companion of tho other. 

John Hondershobt, a farmer living in 
Middlemarch, near Eden, had for his hired 
man his nephew W. H. Hendorabott. The 
lad seems to have been a thonghtloas young 
fellow. His unolo, who was nob in prosper- 
oua circumatancea, prevailed on him to in- 
euro hia lifo for §11,000, tho unole paying the 
premiums and tho policies being made out 
in his name. There was living near Hen- 
dorahotb a young man named Welber, who 
waa courting ono of Hondorahott'a daughtora. 
Tho old man by some moans prevailed upon 
young Woltor to help him to kill William 
Uondorshotb. What wore tho conditions of 
the strange compact is not known. On tlie 
Htb of last December Welter and Wm. 
Henderabott went Into the woods to fell 
some trees. It was obsorvod by some of 
tho noighbora thab bho boys wore in tho beat 
humor, playing with each other and joking. 



Some time through the day Welter went to 
bho house of a relative a mile from tbo 
scone of the murder and informed him thab 
a tree had fallen on Wm. Hendershobb and 
killed him. Thoae who went to the grove 
found youDg Eenderabott'a body under 
a tree, Suspicions- of font play were 
whiapered and iDqnl'rleis'were made. The 
wound in the lad's hoad did not appear aa if 
it had bt'eri niada by tbo treo that waa aup- 
poaod to have fallen on blm. Drops of 
blood wero fouud on the ground and one 
of the axes waa missing. i \ ' ^ ^ 

Hondershobt and Welter werq arrested 
bub they remained at firab cool and nncon- 
oerned. Part of tho plot was that Houder- 
shobb should on tho day of the murder go to 
Eden with hIa daughter. This was, of course, 
to mako it appear as if ho hud nothing bo 
do with the murder. However a number 
of oircnmatattaes brought the gnilt home to 
the two men and they were convicted. It 
la said that since the trial one of the men 
has confessed thab Welter atraok tho boy 
with his axe as he was stooping to take a 
drink out of a pool, that tho blow did nob 
kill him, and that the two men batohored 
him and carried him to the spot where he 
was fonnd. It ia hard to imagine how ao 
horrible a crime oould have boon plotted and 
ocmmltted by two mon who wore to all ap- 
pearance aa honeat and aa innocent aa their 
neighbors.

Preparations to Be Proceeded With

Two statements, on the authority of mem- 
bers of the oommibtee, have been made about 
pianos used at the late Sons of Erin concert 
—both of whioh were right and both wrong. 
The facts are that the Heintzman piano was 
used for concert purposes, and Fletcher & 
Co.'s piano in the orchestra. It waa in giv- 
ing credit to tho latter cf having provided 
the piano for concert purposes instead of the 
former that the error oconrred. 

THE "?BLOS" DISASTEE, 

Funeral of One of the Victims— An OfUclal 
Inquiry Becommended to the Dom- 
inion Qovernment. 

The widespread sympathy felt for tho 
relatives of the victims of the Yolos disas- 
ter was shown by tho very large attendance 
yesterday at the fanoral of \Villiam Law. 
So groat i7as the crush at the Salvation 
Army barri'cka during the funeral services 
that tho doors had to bo closed to keep peo- 
ple out. Simple and impreaaive wore the 
aervlcea conducted by Adjutant and Mrs. 
Archibald. Tho soldiers aac in a body, a 
white band around tho left arm being the 
only variation from tho blue and rod uni- 
form, for the army teach not that death is 
gloomy, but, rather, a happy release for the 
saved. Adjutant Archibald made a short, im- 
pressive address, touching on theunoertainty 
of life and pointing out how in times of 
allliction the bonds of sympathy draw to- 
gether the human family in one common 
feeling. Then when the services were over, 
the flower covered cofliu was borne to the 
hearse through a mass of people who in 
spite of the rain stood bareheaded in the 
street as the bearers passed by. Headed by 
the band and surrounded by pall bearers 
chosen from members of the Salvation 
Army the hearse proceeded to the cemetery 
followed by a very large number of mourn- 
ers. At the grave side the Salvation Army 
burial servioea were held. 

In addition to the eoroner'a tnqaest there 
is every likelihood that a fall Inveatigation 
will be made into all the circumitanoea of 
the wreck by tho Dominion antheritlet, 
Collector Milne yesterday stated that he bad 
sent a statement of the facta already made 
public to Ottawa, with bia opinion that an 
investigation should bo made. 

Some more of the wreckage was taken 
from the Velos yesterday, and it is antici- 
pated that all the metal work and machin- 
ery will be saved. The hull is too badly 
broken up to save. It is likely that tho 
barge Pilot would coat so much to launch 
and repair that she will be abandoned as a 
wreck.

BiK Mexican Ueaervolr. 

Santa Fe, N. M., March 26.— The big 
reservoir at the mouth of the canyon, two 
miles east of town, which has been in pro- 
gress of construction for two years, is at 
last finished. Tho water forma a lake half 
a mile in length, a quarter of a mile wide 
and 70 feet deep at the deepest point. It 
is computed that) enough water flows 
through the Santa Fa canyon yearly to sup- 
ply thia reaervoir system at least three 
times, and, such being the caae, now that 
tho roaervoira are at last foil to Overflowing, 
the water company feels that ib can go on 
with ita improvomentfl, and provide for ad- 
ditional storage capacity, while, at the same 
time, adhering atrlctly to tho proposition of 
holding only the " aurplua etorni waters."

VERY AJJCIENT CLAIMS. 

An Awftrd Against Teneznela for an Overt 
Act of Twonty-fonr Yeue Ago, 

WAsniNofoN, Maroh 26.— The United 

States and Venezuelan olaitns ooramiasion 
made an award to-day at tho bureau of 
American republics in favor of the United 
Statue for $141,000 withonb intereat as in- 
demnity for tho Venezaelaa Steam Trana- 
portation Company of New York, whose 
utoamors, tho Hero, San Fornandino and 
Nutenfl, were selzod on the Orinoco in 1871; 
and $;<00, with interest from that time, for 
eaoh ot tho companies' ofiSoerB at Fort 
Sturi^os and Maurinus. 

Tho defence of the Venezuelan govern- 
ment was that the Blues who seized the 
Bteamora were insurgent enemies beyood its 
control. It was claimed for tho United 
States that there was no war in tho sense of 
the law of nations at the time, and tho gov- 
ernment of Venezuela waa warned of the 
danger and should have prevented the seiz- 
ure by due diligence, and that It also failed 
fn its duty by not punishing the wrong, 
doers. 

Mr. Grip, the Swedish minister, who waa 
president of the commission, joined with 
Mr. JtlTrleB, the United States commloaion- 
or, in holding Veneznela liable, but reduced 
the dumuges far below the amount whioh in^ 
Mr. JiiTries' opinion would have been {uati- 
fied by the evidenoe, 

Mr. Andrado, tho Venezuelan minister,, 
will file a diaaenting opinion on the qneation 
of Venezuelan liability for the aots of the 
Bluea. The oaae was tety elaborately 
argued on both aides, ifr. Atex. Porter 
Morse and Judge J. M. WUaon openiof; for 
the complaint, and t>eing followed by Mr. S. 
Phillipg (or the Venezuelan gevernmene. 



Armenian Prisoner*. 

London, March 20.— In tho Houso of Com- 
mona yeatorday Francis B. Stovonuon called 
the attention of the government to the state- 
nionl that there are three thousand Armcn- 
lans coiif'uiod in Turkish prisons. Sir Ed- 
ward Urey, under foreign secretary, aaid 
there is no reason to suppose that tiie cnm- 
ber Is anywhere near so large. The govern- 
ment have had no precias Information as to 
how many prisonera have been released 
under tho Sultan's deoree relating to I<^cole8- 
iaatioal priionera, but they rely on the good 
faith of the Porte to oarry out tho terma of 
the deoree. 

The DIsordcrlr Oflleera, 
London, March 26.— The Central News 
oorrespondent in Madrid says: "Strong 
pnblio resentment is felt still on aocoant of 
the offioers' riots. The ofiSoera are hissed 
frcqnently when tliey enter oafes ormnsio 
halls. Xbe whole affair has had a bad in&n- 
enoe on the ranks. (Dhe non-oommiseloned 
oflBoers and privates are returning iate from 
their furloughs and are inolinod to be 
defiant. 

Spain's Kew Hlnlatera. 

Madmd, Maroh 26. — Tho government has 
accepted the resignation of the ministers in 
London and Waahington. Connt Casa Val- 
encia and Senor Dupay da Lorme will prob- 
ably be their aucceasora. General Germain 
la likely to replace' Captain-General Oallejan 
ia Cuba. 

BI-MetBlIle Lcasae. 

Paris, March 26. — A national bi-mttallU 
league has been formed here, with ex- 
Premier Roobet as president. Amon^ the 
vIoe'presidentB are M. Magnin, governor of 
the Bank of France : M. de !Normandie, 
president of the Comptoir D'Escompte, and 
Deputy Meline. Xhe main feature of the 
league's programme is the plan to open 
direct relations with foreign bi-metallio 
leagues.

ELECTRICITY IN JARS. 

New and. Novel Use of Storage Batteriea for 
Household Purposes, 

New York, March 26.— Bleotrioity, put 
up in storage batterieB'<of all aizas, like milk 

in jirs, is to bo prepared for delivery at the 
doora of conaumera in Now York, juat as 
milk la now. A company has been formed 
for the purpose, and also to push the elec- 
tric storage battery into general use. Mr. 
Isaac L. Blob, ono nf tho cflicerB of the now 
company, who haa ilono a great deal to per- 
fect the eleotrio etoragu battery, aaya : 
*' There ia no rcaeon why olcotricily ehould 
not bo perfectly portable, ' ho eaid. " There 
BooniH o be a general idea that in order to 
have current on tap one tiiuat have a dynamo 
and a steam engine to run it, and thus 
ircur a largo expenditure at tho start. 
Nothing could ba more erroneous. There 
are thouaivuda of perBons who would like to 
ruu Bowing muohinea or colTeo grindera by 
eleotrlolly, or to burn ono or two electric 
lights, but who have no use for tho currnnt 
in Urge quantities. They can now be ac- 
oommodattd. Storage oslls .are now made 
in all sizes. Tbo smulleat weigh but four 
ouuoei, and furnish current enough for one 
lamp. We iatend to tell electricity exactly 
as the milk man sells milk. We first supply 
the cslls. When the current is used up tho 
maid will put the empty or exbaoated cells 
In the hallway or beside the basement door, 
and our man, at he makes his morning 
ronnda, will colleot thorn and leave freshly 
charged ones in their place. The same cells, 
of course, are naed over and over again a 
jgreat many times."

THE ENDS OF THE EARTH. 

How United States Hail Hatter la Made to 
Qet There With Frompt- 
neaa. 

(From tho Now York Recorder ) 
Eighty per cent, of our foreign mail mat- 
ter passes through the Now York post 
office. In the nature of things, the hand- 
ling of letters addressed to and reoeived 
from foreign ports haa many features of in- 
terest with which the general publio ia un- 
familiar. The ooamopolitan character of 
the population of all great American cities 
is brought out in atropg relief ; bnt the moat 
pregnant suggestion of all Is the real pro- 
pinquity into which modera oommerce, as- 
sisted by the steam engine, has bronghn the 
most diverse races and seaports most dist- 
ant from ono another. 

In tho Now York post office is a depart- 
ment given up entirely to the sending out of 
forelgu mails. Tho heaviest go to England 
and Germany. But there are few centers of 
eavuge or oivillzad populations that are not 
comiiiuuicated with at ono time or another 
during tho courao of a yo»r. A mail bag to 
Saudy I'oint, Patagonia, will be carefully 
atowed away on a Iko/.ilian steamship, 
taken first to Rio Janeiro, thonco to liuenos 
Ayres, tho metropolia of tho Argentine 
Republic. 

bo far, its trip will be commouplaco 
enongh. At Buenos Ayres it will wait for 
aonie British coasting vesaol — all the South 
American coaating veaaela ore British — and 
will be slowly forwarded to its destination. 
If tho " tramp " Bteamahip has occasion to 
land anything at Sandy Point, this Yankoo 
mail bag will go too. If not, it may lio 
aboard tho coaator until the next trip. Our 
government ia so occupied with more im- 
portant things that it cannot afford time to 
look after these stray mails. 

Rio and Baonos Ayres mails will bo ship- 
ped on tho same lino to theae porta. In tho 
one case, rfiprosontatives of tho New Brazil- 
lian republic will take out the letters and 
hold them for individual owners to make 
their claim. In the other, a carrier system 
ia in operation, and the lettc rs will go ofT 
more rapidly, thoagh not as quickly as in a 
United States oity of the same size. There 
are mora letters from this cout^ry for 
Buenos Ayres than for any other oity in 
South America, . and, of course, most of 
them are of a commercial nature. 

" Monrovia, Liberia "—Here is a bag for 
the little African colony established long 
bofore the war by people who held slaves in 
this country and regarded tho exportation 
and oolonizttion of tho Kohiopiana in tho 
United States aa tho only way of getting rid 
of tho blot on the national escutcheon. 
There aro not many letters for that country 
now, but a few come and go. It will go via 
London by a British packet line, " taking 
in " Lisbon on tho way. The packet will bo 
loaded with beads and trinkets, gunpowder 
and cotton oloth, and on ita return will carry 
some gold and much ivory. Tho time from 
New York to Monrovia la twenty.elght 
days, and the voyage down the African 
coast often takes mnoh longer than haa been 
figured on. 

Here ia a packet for St. Petersburg. It 
will bs twelve days before it reaches tbo 
Russian capital. Its route will ba via Lon- 
don to tho Hague, aoross Holland, through 
a corner of France, over the broad territory 
of the German Fatherland, and so to Russia. 
When It oomes into the hands of tho Rus- 
sian ofBoials this bag will b.e subjected to 
the oloseat aorntiny. The Cziir's post ofSoe 
disousses the Ameriean mails and applies to 
them B censorship fnliy as severe as those 
which oome from England have to nndergo. 
Woe to the nnlnoky sabjeot to whom has 
been directed some letter with invidions 
political aignifiaanca. The ezeonttve process 
iaroady to railroad him to Siberia. Bnt 
the surveillance under which the malls are 
handled are so well known to intelligent 
nihilists that there are few slips of this de- 
scription. 

' Cape Town" — How would you roach 
tho Bouthcrnmoat point of the Dirk Conti- 
nent? UncloSam'a mails take a round-about 
courao and occupy about thirty days in mak- 
ing the trip. This big will go first to Lon- 
don, then to Lisbon, through the Straits of 
Gibralter, uad along the storied Mediter- 
ranean, through tho Suez Canal, and then 
down the east coast of Africa. 

Surrounded by Esquimaux, with an ico- 
berg lor a biiokprouDd, the Greenlunder 
would read his communioation from his 
fellow Scandinavian in Wisconsin, United 
States of Aniorica. Ho would nob take his 
gloves otl, and those only who uro tolerably 
familiar with tho curious tongue of these 
people may be inclined to thinly him wise in 
handling it with anything but bare hands. 

The great cities of Asia are generally 
reached on the old plan, "via Liverpool." 
Hero is a package for Bombay ; there ia an- 
other for Calcutta. Both will go from the 
English seaport to BrIndisI by rail after 
croaaiog tho channel. Ati Brindisi, under 
the Union Jiick, they will aail for the Suez 
oanal. Stopping at Aden, tl-e ship will ar- 
rive at Bombay in twenty seven days, and 
it will take thirty to get to Calcutta. Thoro 
ia a trifli more orlgiuulUy iu getting to 
Pekin and Yokohama. 

One of tho I jngesb trips mado by lottera 
mailed from the United States ia that to tho 
Falkland ialanda, which takca forty-two 
daya by way of Liverpool and Liabon, 

Tho ahortest trip across either ocoan ia 
that from Now York to Liverpool, which io 
often mado in lesa than six daya. Wo send 
specially addrossod letters to Havana by tho 
Ward lino from New York, butt the regular 
Havana mail goes by way of the Plant line 
from Tampa, Fla. 

Altogothor tho foreign mail service givee 
many hints aa to tho actual condition of tho 
foreign commeroo cf Iho United Stales 
— hinte not ciilculatod to stir the patriotic 
enthuoiaeni of Americans. Tho question 
uB to what cju bo dcnn to remedy national 
dcticioncy in thia field ia often complicated 
with party politice. Tho difficulty lies 
"way down all the roots of thlnga," aa 
Lowell would say, lor Yankee oapltalista do 
not care to invest their money in enterprises 
that will not pay at least 5 per cent., while 
it ia stated aa a fact that the Cunard line, 
probibly tho moat prosperous of the almost 
innumerable British carrying ooncerna, has 
paid an average of leas than 3 per oent. for 
the past fifteen years. -

Sulyect Discussed by tho I'rofcssloaal Wo- 
man's iK'UKue- " Trilby." 

New YoiiK, March 26 — A majority of 
the members of tho Profiissional Woman's 
Loaguo who attended tho weekly meeting 
declared at the olosa of an animated discus- 
sion their intention of arraying their efforta 
against the-wave .-of hypnotism which ia 
sweeping ove^' the land.. XUs -determina- 
tion was not arrived'al) withont a straggle. 
The members listened first to a favorablq 
Knalysis of tho eubjeob of hypnotiim and 
its phenomena, presented in a paper written 
by X)r. R. Osgood Mason, a painstaking 
Btudenb of tho new piyohology aa presented 
by the London Society of Payobloal Re- 
■oarch. The paper was read by bbo presid- 
ing oflicor. Miss Ada Bleeker Winnie, and 
was termed "Trilby — a Psychical Study." 
Mrs. Ida Jeffreys Goodfriond gave it as her 
opinion that hypnotiam was dangoroue, and 
should be regulated by laws so as to make 
it a criminal offense to hypnotizo persons 
without their consent.

We condone 
the ainnor ao much that tho enormitiea of 
the sin itself seem nutigated. No book lias 
cauaed so much diacuaaion aa " Trilby." 
People give themsolvea away, ao to apeak, 
in their expressions of opinion about it, It 
ia very eaay to ace their trend of thought in 
theae expressions. I don't like hypnotism. 
1 think ib is a power from tho evil ono. I 
would ralhor anybody sloal my money than 
my indivldualiiy, whi^h ia what thcso hyp- 
notlzara do" 

Misa Sarah Palmer declared that all had 
momenta of weakness, whoa they C3uld bo 
conquered. " We must hold this thing off. 
It is a power for evil." 

Miss Winnie cloeed the meeting, saying 
that the sense of the meeting was that 
hypnotism was a - dangerous power, one to 
be acndied, bub not dallied with, and every- 
body applauded her.

HOW THE FRENCH ARE TAXED. 

Kovenue Derived from tho People In Every 
Conceivable Way. 

Washingtun, March 26. — Peoplo who 
take exception to the income tax and the 
few internal revenue taxes imposed in, the 
United States, may take some aatiafactlon 
In learning how much worse off the French 
are, as diaclosed in a report to the atato de- 
partment by United States Consul Wiley at 
Bordeaux. Ho shows that every form of 
legal paper, checks, notes and documents, 
bills of Uding, even lithograph poatera, 
must have a roTenue atamp alfixed. From 
thia aonroe the treaaury drawn its principal 
revenue, amounting last year to S140,- 
OUO 000. The apirlt and wine tax 
amounted to §120,000,000. Tho custom 
houao receipts were §100,000,000. Tobiooo, 
matches, playing cards and other govern- 
ment monopolies included §180,000,000 
Sugar paid an inlornul revenue tax of .052 
centa per pound- §29 000,000 in all. The 
land tax brought ia $;59.0O0,000, and per- 
sonal property §28,000 000. If a clerk oo- 
oupicd a ball room he pays a tax of §2 por 
anuum, while his landlady not only has to 
pay for her poodle, but far every door and 
window in the house. 

Aa the treasury rooeivea $12,000,000 por 
annum for windows alone, thearohitoct who 
can design a houlo with tho least possible 
amount of ventilation does the beat bual- 
neaa. If you own a horse, carriage, billiard 
table or bioycle you are taxed. Tho gov 
ernment collects §S,400,000 ancnally for 
permitting auoh luxuries to exist, and a bill 
was recently introduced in the chamber to 
tax the wearing of corsets. Builness 
licenses bring in |24,000,000 per annum. 

As to expenditures, the Intereet on the 
national debt is $270,000,000, and tbo main- 
tenanae of the 680,000 men in the army, for 
which the French are ruining themaelvea, 
coats 5130,000,000. The navy coata $50,; 
000,000 each year, audit costs 912,000,000 
to run the government match, tobacco and 
card factories, for individuals can not make 
or sell these thiugs. Salariea coat $2,600, 
000 for tho President, Senators and Chair- 
bors, nod the President's enliry is $13(0,000 
por annum— nearly five timea aa groat aa 
our own ProBident'a salary, aiul th( 
French executive haa a seven years' term 
Tho judiciary coats §8,000,000, and, aa 
tho Btutc also piiya thu pritata, §9,000,000 
gooa to that account. The foreign oliiou and 
diplomutio service oo&t §1,000,000, and whou 
it oomuB to public works not loss than §10, 
000,000 ia apent annually, making our rivt r 
and harbor and public building appropria- 
tions aoom ridiculously email. 'J'hero aro 
many other items of cxponao, rr.(|uiring the 
exorcise of Ingenuity to dovieo new taxes 
from time tr time, and how long the French 
can continue to supportt sncn an expensive 
establishment is a matter of speculation, 

THE BENEFITS OP FACTOEIES. 

(From tho Frcderlcton Gleaner.) 
Tho Financo Minister made an admirable 
point in hie apoooh on Wedneeday evening 
last, when bo explained tho great advan- 
tages which ensued to Iho poopio in Iho 
country diatricla in tho eatabliahinont of 
factories in towns and cilloa near by. The 
fictoricB gall for the employment of a largo 
nuriibor of men and women. Thcao have 
fumilica to support:, which muab come to 
roeldo in the town or oity w here tho heads 
are employed. Other young men and girls 
oome in for work, and they go to private 
boardint; houaca and hotols. All of thcso 
people muat bo clothed, they muat oat to 
exist. Hero then is a larger market for tho 
merehanta, and a very much larger market 
for tho farmer for all that he producoa, 
Tho object of the polioy of the govern- 
ment ot which the finance minlatbr la a 
leading member ia to encourage tho ea- 
tabliabing of induatrial entorprisea ; to 
manufact uro not only what our own puopio 
want, but what other oiuntriea riquiro. 
Ouo example of tho many at; hand ia suf- 
ficient to show the groat difference botweon 
the Conaervative polioy and tfae polioy of 
the Liberal party. Under the Mackenzie 
regime Ganadiana imported their augar 
manufaotnred and ready for the table. 
The only employment thia- trade gave 
Canadians was to tboae who hauled 
tho augar from the vessel to the store, 
and to thoae who meauured it out to 
tho ooQBumor from the barrel to the 
paper bag. Under the polioy of tho Con- 
oocvativo party tho sugar is imported in its 
raw Btato. Thousands of Canadinni aro 
furniahod with oraploymonb in tho proaoes 
of manufaotnro; thousands of Ganadiana aro 
supplied with work in manufaotutlng tho 
wood for the barrels, thonaands in preparing 
the iron hoops .which bind the barrela to<

benefit of the transportation and find moro 
work for men as tho reeult and ao on. All 
of tlieae additional men tbu* enaployed aro 
conaumora of the products of the farmers, 
and at pricoa much hiphor than were paid 
ilurinp tlie period in wliich the Mackenzio 
qovorumuut hold forth. IJat thia advantage, 
(jreat aa it ia, la not all that ttio 
tarmor roapa under tho national policy. In 
Mttokonzio'a time ho paid ten centa 
a pound for brown sugar. Now, under 
tho Uoneorvativo trade policy, he paya S to 
i centa per pound. It will bo argued that 
sugar haa lately fallen In prioo tho world 
over. Truo, but tho foil haa boon to tho ex- 
tent of tho docroaao in tho price of tho raw 
material. In countriea where sugar Is not 
monufaoturod to any extent, aa in Canada 
under tho Mackonzio reRimo, thoro ia but 
little dilleronco in tho prioea of it now and 
fifteen years ago. 

If Gvidonoo wore wanting of tho groat ben- 
efit which fsotoriea oonfer on tho towns in 
which thoy aro situated, and tho country 
round about, our people need but look at 
the past and present of M.arysvillo, always a 
buatlinc! place. Within the laat Gftcen 
yoara its population has moro than trcblod ; 
ib haa bocomo the best market in York .for 
country produce, and ita exporta are now 
much larger than those of any other oity. or 
town in New Bmnawiotc, with the exoeption 
of Sh. John and Monotbn. 

What thia country needs ia fewer whin- 
ers, whoso only ebjeot in llto aeema to be to 
decry tho men of enterprise who furnish 
employment and givo reasonably good 
markets to the farmers. Ihoao whinora ore 
always found on what ia called tho Liberal 
aide of polltica.
